possibility that ‘they were “bugs” from outer 
space could not be ruled ott. 


‘Dr Frederick 
microbiologist of 
«ceological = survoy, 
joint research with 
Newton, head of the germ-freo 
lnboratory of the WNatlonal 
Institutes of Health. 


Dr Sisler told a reporter that 
organic materlal recovered 
from a metcorito thot fell at 
Murray, Kentucky, in 1950 had 
produced chemical changes in 
a test tubo medium and aolso 
had been seen microscopically 
ns “small, twisted, Little ‘rods’ 
that loole something like twisted 
sausages." They measure only 
between 8 and 16 millfonths 
of on inch. . 


KEPT REAPPEARING 


He said the same. chemical 
thanges — that Is, discoloura- 
tion ond turbidity of the medium 
— was shown In several suc- 
cessive transfers of material to 
other test tubes, and that the 
strange particles also kept re- 
appearing, 

“We can’t say that we have 
anything that is alive,", Dr 
Sister sald. 

But he added that !f there Js 
anything alive, ‘It is not similar 
{o common soil organisms found 
In the earth.” 

Dr Sister said 
meteorite, unlike many other 
meteorites thot have been 
studied, Is relatively non-porous 
—muaking it less Mkely to be 
contaminated on the inside by 
ordinary soll organisms, 

“It what we are studying ts 
actually something alive, it's 
probably ao terrestrial bug, but a 
very small one that can worl: its 
way Inalde o dense material Wke 
the Murray meteorite,” the 
sclentist sald. 

However, he contended that 
the material “could oe of extra- 
terresitial origin—that fs, any- 
thing is possibie.” 

The only way to give strength 
to such a concept would be to 
rule out ¢ntirely the possibility
